S a n F r a n c is c o , .Itilv 1 4 .— I n f o r m u - 
tion watt rereived at the Surveyor's 
office liint Monday that Alfretl Rhixlus 
and an ostensible Ink k agent named 
AndrtiH were engaged in opium traffic 
The Deputy Surveyor made an inves­ 
tigation, ami With men were shail- 
owed, and a watch placed on the 
house in which Rhodus roomed. A 
Heandi of the premises han revealed 
$84)0 worth of the drug in their trunks, 
and both men were at onee arrested 
and held for trial. The customs otli- 
cials declare it their lielief that the 
men arrested belong to what has been 
known as the Detroit opium ring. 


OOOÜ RETURNS. 
The United States Marshal sold at 
auction to-<lay the largest amount of 
contraband opium that has ever lieen 
sold at one time in this eitv. 
It was 
the result of three Seizure's of smug­ 
gled goodH, and consisted of nearly 
two tons weight. It brought $40,500, 
and a lot of other miscellaneous goods 
increased this amount alxmt $2500. 
The opium brought about $15 per 
¡xmnd.

which he had stored away on Fifth 
and Natoina streets. The goods were 
condemned and the merchant fined 
$500, which he paid. To-day, when 
the case came up for auction sale with 
the other confiscated articles, Chinese 
buyers insisted on the boxes lieing 
o]»ened, and when they were broken 
open, instead of containing opium 
they were found to contain Idly flow­ 
ers, comparatively a w. rthlcss com­ 
modity. The theory is th t either the 
Chinese merchant was btuiiv duped or 
that the boxes were tampered with 
after falling into the hands of the cus­ 
toms officials. The Chinaman paid 
ten times the value of the goods un­ 
der the sup|tosition that the stall' was 
opium.

S an Fr ancisco, July 14.—At a meet­ 
ing of the St ate Board of Fish Com­ 
missioners to-day, applications for 
black biirts to stock Lake Tule, in Sis­ 
kiyou county, and two lakes near 
Cisco were granted. 
Commissioner 
Sherwood nqwirted that 200,000 trout 
had l>een hatched in a butchery in 
Nevada county, and that one-half had 
Itecn distributed. Ninety-four arrests 
und forty convictions, for violation of 
the fish laws of tin1 State, occurred 
during June. The Commissioners are 
of the opinion that that the law should 
he so changed that the fishing Ixxits 
and nets of those found violating the 
law should lie subject to attachment. 
As the law now is, if the violator is 
convicted he may Is* fined from $50 to 
$100, while his boat and nets may Ik* 
used in further violation of the law. 
TAKEN VHOKR ADVISEMENT. 
C. Robinson, of San Diego, ad­ 
dressed the commission on the advisa­ 
bility of stocking a lake in the Cuva- 
macii mountains, at an elevation of 
5000 feet, and two miles in extent, and 
lie desired the introduction of either 
Iuike Tahoe or Feather river trout. 
As the southern portion of the State 
has received little or no attention as 
regards pisciculture, the commission 
decided to take the matter under ad­ 
visement.

Several sections 
of Southern Arizona report much of 
the stock as being drowned in the 
caflons and arroyos from the cloud­ 
bursts. Yesterday, two large freight 
trains with freight were carried away 
bv cloudbursts in the Cafion Diego. 
This afternoon there is a heavy rain­ 
fall with indications of a long rainy

.lake Sharp to be Impris­ 
oned for Four Years. 


OHIO PROHIBITION PLATFORM. 


Troubadour Scores an Easy Vic­ 
tory over The Bard for the 
Monmouth Cup. 


Associiitcil Press Dispatches to the Hkkalii 
New Y o r k , July 14.—When Jacob 
Sharp entered Court for sentence this 
morning lie was so weak he had to 
lx« sup]x»rted. 
Hi* was accompanied 
by his son-in-law. The attorney for 
the defense said the trial had lieen an 
unfair one in several ways, and that 
the jury had lieen prejudiced, and 
therefore he moved for a new trial, but 
the Court denied the motion. 
tiie 
sentence. 
Judge Barrett, in delivering the 
sentence of Jake Sharp, said he had 
never performed so delicate a task in 
all his professional career. He had 
received many letters from many peo­ 
ple, pleading for mercy and otherwise, 
hut the Court was not ap]xiinted to be 
merciful any more than was dictated 
iiv the laws of justice. On the merits 
oí the case, the prisoner was cer­ 
tainly entitled to none. It was absurd 
to state that lie was not guilty of 
giving 
bribes, us 
he 
was 
un­ 
mistakably 
the 
leader 
in 
the 
whole affair. 
The « T im e itself was 
an enormous one—that of raising half 
a million dollars to corrupt half of the 
legislature. Judge Barrett reviewed 
the corrupt action of the defendant in 
forming a bogus company to contract 
wftli the Seventh Avenue railway, of 
which he was a director, and alluded 
to the defendant's securing $1,000,000 
profit by sheer larceny, for which he 
could have lieen indicted just as well 
as for bribery. 
“ What is there,” said the Judge, 
to excite pitv except the age and ill- 
health of the prisoner and the mourn­ 
ing condition of his family? 
With 
over $1,000,000 in his pocket, lie clam­ 
ors for mercy without offering to pay 
hack a penny of the money stolen, so 
that should he die in prison hisfandly 
lias a vast fortune t.• fall hack upon.” 
(At this Mrs. Sharp buried her face 
in her hands and wept bitterly, while 
the prisoner himself did not lift his 
face from the table.) 
“ The Ix*gishiture «loes not allow us 
to go lielow the minimum ¡tenuity in 
such grave offenses as the present «me. 
All cannot be satisfied—those who 
lainor f«ir the prisoner’s receiving the 
full }M«nalty of the law, and those 
calling for a reprimand. 
All things 
have been considered, and the judg­ 
ment of the Court is that the prisoner 
Ik* confined four years at hard labor, 
anil that he pay a tine of $5000.” 


EFFECT ON T IIE FRI80XEK. 
Sharp received his sentence with 
an nir «if stoical, resigned de#¡Miir. 
He was borne almost fainting out of 
the court room. 
Mrs. Sharp was ter­ 
ribly affected and gave way to uncon­ 
trollable emotion. 


STAY OF PROCEEDING# OBANTED. 
Judge Potter, of the Supreme Court, 
this aftermxm granted a stay in the 
harp «ase until Monday next, and 
issued an order requesting the District 
Attorney t«i show cause on that «lay 
why it should not lie made permanent. 
The stay was granted on the affiilavit 
of Sharp's counsel that they needed 
more time to prepan* a hill of exce¡>- 
tions.

At the I>istri«*t Attorney’# office it 
was said that tiie conviction of Sharp 
made the way clear t«» the conviction 
of the rest «»f the “IKxxllers.” “ No 
mor«* trials will take plaee till next 
fall,” Judge Barrett said, in an inter­ 
view which he had «luring the pro­ 
gress of the Sharp trial. 
He had lx*- 
conie so thoroughly «•onviin*e«l of the 
rascality of the whole lot of bribe­ 
givers and bribe-takers that he would 
not have anything more to do with 
them.

1. We recognize as a fact that the 
universities preceded und helpeil to 
build the lower school#. 
2. We recognize as a fact that the 
universities were aided in reuching an 
elevated position by the growing ex- 
eelleneo of the lower schools. 
3 . From regard to their own inter­ 
ests, and from broad views of their 
duty to public education, the universi­ 
ties must help the schools in all ways 
possible. Some of these ways are the 
following: 
(o' By showing interest in the 
schools; not holding aloof from them ; 
making the schools feel that the uni­ 
versity regards its interests and theirs 
as common interests. The university 
professors should take part in the con­ 
vention# of school teachers and school 
a«lministnitors. 
(h) By specially training teachers; 
by having competent professors of 
IHxlagogy; by making the study of ed­ 
ucational method# a part of university 
work. 
(c) By throwing responsibility back 


h i the Hchixils and trusting them, as 
in the Michigan system of receiving 
students into the university, under 
proper precautions, on the «•ertificate# 
>f the su|K*rinten«U*nts or principals or 
hoards of schcxils. 
(d) By not asking of the school# 
more than they can do well, and yet 
encouraging anil uiding them t«i raise 
the gram* of their work as rapidly as 
possible.

Tin* principal .topic was the means <»f 
culture t«* fx* provided for the Ameri­ 
can (X'ople beyond the onlinarv hcIuxjI 
(K*riod: “ By Evening Schools;” by 
Al)x*rt P. Marble, Ph. I)., Superin­ 
tendent S«*1i«x»1h, Worcester, Mass. 
The following íh an ulmtract of his 
remarks: 
I. These Hchools are designed to 
take the place of the old apprentice 
schools. 
They supplement the day 
xrhiHtls. 
II. They are designed f«>r persons 
of both sexes, 15 years old or more. 
They furnish the opportunity forchihl- 
ren who have been obliged to leave 
scIkxiI before they have anjuired suffi­ 
cient knowledge to study profitably by 
themselves,—where they may receive 
sufficient instruction to enable them to 
use the library t«> advantage, and thus 
become self-taught. 
III. These schools also provide the 
means of instruction for our imported 
fellow-citizens w hose early opportuni­ 
ties were scant, and for mreigners «>f 
other tongues settling with us to learn 
our language. 
IV. It should not lx* the aim to so 
expand these schools us to make them 
as extensive with the day schools,— 
a sort of ghost I v school system, mas­ 
querading by night, the shadow, the 
echo of the day school#. 
V. Study is work; ami children 
w ho work by «lav ought to sleep by 
night. These institution# ought not 
to entice from school young children 
with the delusion that they «•an work 
by «lay an«l study by night,—for, in 
tliis case, the education will lx* a fuil- 
ire, the work will Ihi po<ir, and the 
■liild will Vie deprived of his right to 
rest and grow. 
VI. It is a delusion, also, to sui>- 
ixise that the public should supply 
college training by night to all who 
think they want it. The public should 
not attempt t*> provide everything for 
everybody. The theory of our govern­ 
ment is ti» let people have a chance to 
help themselves, and this applies to 
schools as well as to trades.” 
Various department meetings were

About two years ago she was 
divorced from u man named Switzer 
and since that time sho has supported 
herself and two children by sewing 
and other bard labor. 
Some months 
ago a man named Rev. I>r. Simey 
attempted 
to 
abduct 
her 
son 
and 
sim e 
the 
boy’s return 
he 
lias been suffering from asthm a and is 
under the doctor’s can*. 
Her little 
gid Maggie, 11 years old, has never 
been w rv well and is not larger than 
a child ot nine. 
Mrs. Curtis lius been 
renting her rooms of Mrs. Jacob Mil 
ler, who lives next door. 
Mr. Miller 
is engaged in mining for water in the 
Saata Anita canon, some three miles 
from Lamauda Park. Some time ago 
Mr. Miller met Tom (ionulee on the 
tftreet and he apgieared to he willing 
and anxious to work, so Mr. Miller 
took him into the business as nartner, 
and since that time they have been at 
work in the cañón. Shortly after they 
etarfasl to work Mrs. Miller and her 
two children went to the camp und u 
woman, supposed to lie Mrs. (ionu- 
lee, joined tionnlee. 
The two fam­ 
ilies occupied tents some distance 
apart, 
and 
everything 
went 
well 
until 
Mondav 
last, 
when 
tionnlee told Mr. Miller that he must 
ow ie to the city yn iimmrtant busi­ 
ness. 
He did not state what the busi- 


iu *sm was, but said it would not detain 
him long. 
He came to the city and 
«ai Wednesday morning called on Mrs. 
Curtis, who knew him to lie Mr. Mil­ 
ler’s partner and supposed him to lie 
an honest man. 
He said he was go­ 
ing back to camp that afternoon, and 
Mrs. Curtis thinking that the camp 
would lie a good place for little Mag­ 
gie to spend her vacation and that she 
might regain her health, proposed 
that tionnlee take Maggie W'ith him 
to the camp. < iormlee consented and 
after Mrs. Curtis had packed Maggie’s 
clothes they started. 
When Gonnlce 
and Maggie arrived at I^mmnda Park 
it was dark, and there were several 
miles to walk through the night to 
the 
tunnel 
when* the camp was 
located. They did not reach the (tamp 
until about 11 o’clock, when everyone 
was asleep. (ionnlee, instead of w ak­ 
ing up the Millers, to whom the child 
was sent, took her into his own tent 
and put her in the same bed with 
him self and the woman. 
Yesterday 
morning Mrs. Miller arose and was 
working about her tent when the wo­ 
man called tionnlee called out to her 
tliat 
Maggie 
Curtis 
had arrived

That was the tirst that Mrs. Miller 
knew of the child being at the camp 
and she was glad to hear that Maggie 
hud come, since she would lie good 
company for her own children.

Miller then went about her work get­ 
ting breakfast for the campers and 
xhortly afterw ard her own child came in 
and said that “ Maggie was awful sick 
and described her condition, which 
was terrible.

woman absent and little Maggie in 
bed looking very }mle,

Mrs. Miller took 
the child to her tent and then started 
to where (Ionnlee was working and 
asked him what he hud done.

was tired of work 
and 
intended 
to 
quit.

A disciple of Mr. (ieorge taken 
roundly to 
tank 
for our remarks 
upon a 
contribution of that gen­ 
tleman in the last nunilver of the 
Jforth Ameiicau Reritir. 
In that arti­ 
cle Mr. (ieorge takes the ground that 
his new party must grow into strength 
and importance because it is founded 
upon an essential, living principle— 
tlie eoanmon ownership of land. 
The 
lamts lieing nationaliaed, they alone 
would l>e the subject of taxation, and 
as the control of this taxation would 
be in the hands of the people, there is 
no limit to the umount that might 
be imposed. 
We deduced the idea 
from Mr. 4 ieorge’* plan that if the 
control of land was left with the 
owners, and the taxes were increased, 
tliat the owners would relegate this 
increased 
taxation 
over 
to 
the 
(•eople either as renters or 
con­ 
sumers. Without further explanation 
th is would seem to ho the true out­ 
come of Mr. George's theory in that 
article, and we said that "unless he 
lias some intermediate idea explana­ 
tory of his grand idea, we do not see 
tliat his new party is going to relieve 
or help anybody.’’ But let us look 
more closely into Mr. 4 icorge’s theo­ 
ries. If his principles are sound they 
will l>ear the closest scrutiny; and if 
tliey an* not sound and do not lead to 
the conclusions he claims, they ought 
to t»e exploded. 
In pages 304 and 305 
of his work entitled "Progress and 
Poverty,” he says: " It is not nece 
wary to confiscate lan d ; it is only 
necessary to confiscate rent. 
We 
already take some 
rent in tax­ 
ation. 
We 
have 
only to make 
some changes in the modes of taxa­ 
tion to take it all.” 
He 
would 
*'abolish all taxation, save that upon 
land values.’’ 
"The simple anil sov­ 
ereign remedy which w ill raise wages, 
increase the earnings of capital, extir­ 
pate pauperism, abolish poverty, give 
remunerative employment to whoso­ 
ever wishes it, afford free scope to 
hum an powers, lessen crime, elevate 
morals and taste and intelligen<*e, 
purify government, and carry civiliza­ 
tion to yet nobler heights, is to appro­ 
priate rent by taxation.” 
If Mr. 
(ieorge’s plan will accomplish all this, 
it 
is 
the grandest scheme ever 
evolved out of the brain of inan, and 
ought to be accepted and approved by 
every lover of the human race. 
The 
aggregate amount of ground rent must 
be enormous if it almorí>s all the 
increased production of labor, aided 
b y 
capital 
in 
the 
sliaiie 
of 
labor-saving 
machinery. 
If 
can find out the actual amount of 
th e item of rent in the United States, 
then we can see w hether it possesses 
the importance which Mr. (ieorge at­ 
taches to it. 
If it does not, then he 
has not struck the right theory to al­ 
leviate and lietter the condition of the 
masses. 
A writer in the F o ru m furn­ 
ishes us with data to test this question. 
According to the last ceñíais of the 
United States the total assessment of 
real estate and personul proporty was 
$1(1,902,1)98,543, of which $13;035,7<W,- 
M represented real estate. 
Real es­ 
tate includes land and improvements. 
The ratio of land to buildings in Mas­ 
sachusetts is nearly us 44 is to 56. 
Taking this rutio and applying it to 
the Eastern and Middle States, anil 
varying it to suit the less densely set­ 
tled States and Territories, and then* 
would l>e a total in the Union of $11,­ 
437,000.000 for buildings and of $41,- 
$92,000,000 for building sites and 
agricultural 
land. 
As 
the rate 
of 
assessment 
is 
generally alsmt 
two-thirds of the market value, the 
value of all the land in the country, 
th at was taxed in 1880, would have 
been about $10,000,000,04X). 
If 
xhoujd count the rent on this land at 
4 per ren t., we would have less than 
$400,000,000 i»er annum, or $8 for each 
inhabitant, or a little more than 2 
cents per day. This would certainly 
not add greatly to the well-being of 
the m asses; and it certainly does not 
h o ld any strikingly large relation to the 
annual income of the total imputation. 
Mr. Joseph Nimmo, Chief of the Na­ 
tional Bureau of Statistics, estimates 
tlm total productions of the United 
M ates for 1884 to have been $9,817,­ 
900,652, which is within u fraction of 
the entire land values of the country, 
a* g«)t at by the taxation of 1880. 
But a num ber of items, such as the 
material used in production, the feed 
used in raising live stock, etc., must 
he deducted from the total of produc­ 
tion, and the artuu) income left to the 
l left would be $7,300,000,000, or 


about 40 cents per day for each inhab­ 
itant. 
We would therefore be con­ 
fronted with these figures as the re­ 
sults: Total taxation, 4 1-5 ‘cents per 
day; the ground rents, one-eighteenth 
of the total annual earnings; against 40 
cents per day of income to each inhab­ 
itant. 
Now, if this data is correct, 
how is the item of rents, if carried 
over to the masses by the machinery 
of taxation, going to work out the 
splendid results which Mr. (ieorge 
draws from his theory? As there is one 
wage earner to three persons, or, more 
accurately, 2-9 persons, all who earn 
over $1.85 per day get more than they 
would get if the total annual produc­ 
tion were divided evenly among the 
wage-eamers without allowing any 
thing to capital. 
Mr. (Ieorge is a clow* reasoner and a 
deep thinker, and he has done a great 
public good by his publications in 
drawing the attention of the brightest 
minds in the world to the great eco­ 
nomic and social problems he himself 
so ably discusses. He has successfully 
refuted some of the leading theo­ 
ries 
and 
methods 
of 
Ricardo 
and 
John 
Stuart 
Mill, 
who, 
in 
their 
turn, 
had 
refuted 
some of the leading theories of Adam 
Smith. 
Mr. (ieorge thinks he hits 
evolved a theory which will stand the 
test of trial, and if it would, and 
would bring nil the benefits in its train 
which he claims for it, we should be 
the first to hail him “ Salvator!” But 
he is now in the same position of his 
predecessors. 
He is not now a critic 
of theories, hut inaugurates a new 
school himself that is taking practical 
shaj>e in the politics of this country. 
As we said iu the start if his theories 
are sound they will stand the strictest 
investigation. 
If they are not they 
will fall before the Ithurenl spear of 
intelligent criticism. 


T h e sales of real estate continue 
large, while the mortgages given are 
comparatively small. 
A notable fea­ 
ture of the sales is the large amount 
of country property tliat is changing 
hands. Choice farming land is only 
just finding a proper appreciation in 
South California. 
All circumstances 
seem to conspire to keep up the price 
of productive irrigable land. The im­ 
mense immigration into this part of 
the State makes a large demand for 
farm products at remunerative prices, 
so that our farmers are prosperous in 
a high degree. 
In addition to the 
targe and constant increase of a jier- 
inanent imputation, the two great rail­ 
way companies will disburse a large 
amount of money in this section for 
labor, material, forage, etc., in the 
construction of their new lines in this 
county. 
Those activities make wages 
high and give life to all branches of 
business. With all these elements of 
prosperity in hand and in prospect, 
there seems to be good ground for the 
great movement in sales of fanning 
Lands and the steady advance in their 
values. 


T h e retent experiment of using 
crude petroleum as fuel on locomo­ 
tives is a matter that deeply interests 
the people of Ims Angeles and Ven­ 
tura counties. Should theexperim ent 
prove a success, these two counties 
will lie able to supply fuel to all loco­ 
motives west of the Mississippi river, 
and will have a permanent source of 
wealth above all other portions of the 
State. There seems to lie no obstacle 
in the way of using this fuel that can­ 
not lie overcome by careful observa­ 
tion and experiment. W hen success 
is assured in this experiment, South 
California will lie the richest section 
of the world. 


The National Educational Associa4- 
tion of the United States is holding a 
very representative convention in Chi­ 
cago. The telegraph brings us ab­ 
stracts of some of the leading papers 
read liefore it, and we shall lay them 
liefore our readers as the session pro­ 
gresses. The liest thought of the edu­ 
cators of the country ought to lie ven­ 
tilated in this convention. 


T he heavy Sonora and Arizona rains 
this season seem to have had a damp­ 
ening etfeet upon the atmosphere of 
Iajh Angeles during the post few days. 
It is frequently the ease that the 
Sonora rainsextend, in a slight degree, 
as far as this section of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 


T he street-car strike was brought to 
a termination last night, and the men 
have returned to work. The general 
public will Is* glad of the amicable 
adjustment.

THK ALBATROSS. 


S o m e t h in g 
A b o u t 
th e 
F a t e f u l 
■Bird o f N a u t i c a l R o m a n c e . 
From the London spectator.] 
Of all the ocean birds whose wel­ 
come forms beguile the tedium of a 
long sea voyage perhaps the albatross 
(Diomedia exulans) attracts the most 
attention. It is found below the thir­ 
teenth parallel of latitude in all tin* 
Austral seas. Its length, from the 
lieuk to the end of the short tail, is 
about 4 feet, and the spread of wing in 
the largest out of nearly two dozen we 
have measured was, if we recollect 
exactly, 11 feet 2 inches. Most are, 
however, about 10 feet, or a little 
more. If its body lie considered alone, 
irrespective of the wings, it may lie 
called u goose-like bird, though it has 
a short neck, like that of a gull, 
bailors, indeed, often call it the “Cape 
goose.” But the wonder is that this 
utofltaahre creature is armed with a 
tremendously massive beak, probably 
the most terrible 
weapon of it’s 
kind, 
at 
any 
rate 
in 
ap­ 
pearance, possessed by any of the 
leathered race. This ends in a vul- 
turine hook with a sharp point of ex­ 
treme strength and hardness. A spec­ 
imen we have just been measuring is 
aliout seven inches from its junction 
with the feathers at the top of the 
skull to the end, or, measured along 
the curves of the upper mandible to 
the tip, eight inches. 
The horny 
crook of this mandible, which is of a 
denser and harder substance than 
the rest, and is distinctly joined or 
spliced on to it as a separate structure 
is nearly two inches in perpendicular 
depth and three inches along the 
curve. The lower mandible is in the 
form of a deep trough, and its nether 
edge is nearly flush with the hook of 
the .unjier mandible leaving but a 
little bit projecting. 
The measure 
ment around the head and under the 
throat of this specimeu is fourteen 
inches. The webbed foot, anned with 
nails, the latest a full inch long, is 
about seven inches wide. 
When this 
creature settles on the water it looks 
like a large white duck, though the col­ 
oring varies with individuals, and they 
are never, we indine y think, entire­ 
ly white; at least, -wfT never saw one 
wholly white, though in the “roaring 
forties” few days or none elapse with­ 
out at least a single s{>enmen upj»eur- 
ing, sometimes there are fifteen or a 
score. The majority of the birds are 
chiefly brown above, with a sugges­ 
tion olf greenish tint; hut white is the 
prevailing hue upon the breast and 
under-surfaces. These, from a slight 
inferiority 
in 
size 
and 
other 
indications, seem to lie immature 
birds, probably not more than five or 
six years old, though possibly they are 
hens. A large ^mmtier, however, are 
for the most part .white, the brown 
disappearing last from the upper sur­ 
face of the wings. One grand bird we 
remember, distinguished by a wari­ 
ness due, probably to years, was 
wholly white, except at the ti|»s of his 
wings, where 
the 
«lark hue still 
lingered. Another which was caught 
was almost white; but, in addi­ 
tion to the dark tip of the wings, 
when brought on deck, his breast was 
seen to be not entirely white, hut |**n- 
ciled delicately in sepia, with a kind 
of wavy ripple mark, the lust tracei of 
its pristine darkness. 
Nothing can 
excel the whiteness of the white parts 
of the albatross and other birds of 
tK-ean. Living forever in a taintless 
air, and bathed |K*rpetually by the 
“«dear translu<*ent wave,” their plu­ 
mage is unsullied by the slightest tinge 
or blemish, pure as á lily or fresh-fallen 
snow. The breast of the great alba­ 
tross, moreover, has a beauty all its 
own. The feathers are broad ami 
rounded, ami the white, instead of 
being milky and opaque, as it is with 
other sea birds, shines with a pearly 
luster, almost like the feathers of a 
grebe. 
But the most wonderful thing about 
the albatross is their flight, It is an 
unfailing source of interest. 
They 
very rarely ply their wings, but keep 
the fluent tenor of their way with 
giant vans outstretched and inotion- 
less. All flight is a perennial marvel. 
We see and ]>artly understand it, 
since in its common cases the forces 
which produce and govern it can be 
determined; but we can have no 
realizing sense of it. 
But 
over 
and above the case of 
ordinary 
birds, problems of flight remain which 
almostj batHe science. What power 
conveys the osprey at a level, for fur? 
long after furlong, to sweep upward 
without effort at the last ? 
How do 
the condors sail around Antisana and 
Korata without the least vibration of 
their wings ? Save when they are ris­ 
ing from the ground, Mr. Darwin, dur­ 
ing a long and unremitting scrutiny, 
failed to detect a tremor of their 
quills. He was driven to surmise that 
in a fluid lik * the air, where friction 
is so slight, the frequent vigorous 
movements of their necks and other 
members might suttice for progress as 
they floated on their vast supports. 
But albatrosses do not move ub all, 
except by a slight bending of the 
neck from side to side as they search 
the waves for any nutritient morsel. 
Fly they do not, in any common 
sense, but sail; to this conclusion we 
are forced. 
The opinion is 
con­ 
firmed by the continual alterations of 
the angle of their w ings (that is of the 
whole bird, with wings always in a 
line with one another) with the sur­ 
face of the water, which probably is 
done to get the full advantage from 
every little puff and current. These 
take all sorts of turns, often at a steep 
inclination up or down, and the alba­ 
tross, when he feels the breeze, at 
once assumes, with faultless instinct, 
the angle 
which 
will give him 
most propulsion. 
In consequence 
of 
this, 
the 
flight 
often exhib­ 
its a great variety of motions, or 
rather variations of direction, swerv­ 
ing to right or left—obliquely upwards 
—whithersoever it may suit him. The 
act of turning is acconqwinied by a 
corresponding change of inclination; 
thus, as a skater leans over to the «■en­ 
ter of a circle of whichs he describes 
an arc, so the albatross, when swerv­ 
ing to the right, alteas the angle 
of his frame so that tfle left w ing 
is elevated and the right depressed. 
The amount of inclination depends 
upon the boldness of the curve, and 
it may be supposed, the force of the 
wind. When making sudden wheels 
he is sometimes absolutely vertical, as 
perpendicular to the water as a pine 
tree to the ground. 
Sometimes he 
glides with even motion just above the 
waves, rising and falling with them as 
though uplifted by the sume hydraulic 
impulses. It is no harder for him to 
keep up with the ship, as he ranges 
fur and wide in all directions round it, 
than it is for summer flies to buzz 
about a horse’s head. 
An instance of the powers of fight 
possessed by these untiring birds is 
afforded by the fact that the same in­ 
dividuals, distinguished by some pe­ 
culiarity of plumage, may be observed 
accompanying the snip day after day. 
We have never seen them fly by night, 
and us a vessel in the southern ocean 
only makes twelve or thirteen knots 
an hour, many of these birds may 
have haa to recover after daybreak as 
much as 160, or 176 statute miles. 
Probably no power of wing, where-

with a bird could be endowed would 
serve without the faculty of sailing, 
for the albatross's journey of 10,000 
leagues. During the transient time of 
breeding, he repairs to land; but his 
home is the wide world. It is a trite 
remark that dancing is the poetry of 
motion. 
The valse 
is 
its

guishing love lyric; quadrille, gayotte 
and 
minuet, 
its 
comedy 
and 
stately drama. But let him who would 
behold what in the sphere of motion 
may be likened to the epopee of vocal 
language, go to the Southern sea and 
view the lordly progress of the alba­ 
tross, while the tall ship, cradled on 
the rolling billows each three times its 
length, the swell of some exhausted 
f:ale, and circled by immensity, is 
idled by dying murmurs of Antarctic 
storm.

In fact, every one in ter­ 
ested in the im portant industry .were 
c e rta in th at th e orch ard products will 
b e phenom enal, a n d th a t th e Califor­ 
n io fruit pack of 1887 prom ises to be 
<one of the finest in th e history of the 
in dustry. 
Ciood canning stock has 
been toó high priced to su b m it to the 
h a n d s of inexperienced a n d poorly 
equipped forces, an d th a t m ercenaries 
h av e gained w isdom by experience and 
h av e discreetly kept out of the m arket 
th is season. 
I t is safe to say th a t if 
th e fru it pack th is year is of only mod­ 
e ra te proportions it will be one of the 
best ev er put u p in th e State, and the 
tra d e m ay securely contract for any of 
th e b ran d s of standard packs. 
That 
th e ou tp u t of canned fruits in Califor­ 
n ia will be th e largest on record can 
not be doubted w hen the «¡anners have 
a ll signified th eir intent ions of running 
th e ir establishm ents under full pres­ 
sure. 
Some will even enlarge their 
capacities. 
■ 
T h e th irty odd canneries in the 
S tate have * nearly all 
com m enced 
operations, b ut owing to th e early 
stage of the season th e p utting u p of 
th e m ost im portant class of fruit bus 
not yet com m enced. 
In the city the 
principal fruits put u p so far have been 
cherries an d apricots. T he peaches in 
m ark et are not y et of a sufficiently 
fine quality to sustain, if canned, the 
enviable 
excellency 
of 
California 
canned peaches in th e 
E ast; but 
in 
a 
few 
weeks 
the 
choicer 
b ran d s m ay be procured in abundance, 
a n d th en th e work of canning will 
com m ence in earnest. 
Various vege­ 
tab le staples are also being packed, 
but the m ost im portant—tomatoes— 
will not be plentiful enough for can­ 
n in g purposes before next m onth. 
It 
is to o early to indulge in statistics or 
m ake rough estim ates, but from pres­ 
e n t appearances it is safe to say that 
th is season’s output will be extensive 
enough to supplv all dom estic and for­ 
e ig n dem ands. A t least this is th e sen­ 
tim en t of th e principal consum ers of 
fruit, the canners. 
T heir experience 
is th a t the superiority of fruits canned 
in th is State over those of th e E astern 
States rem ains undisputed. 
T he fine 
flavor of the fruits and th e im proved 
system of packing em ployed here gives 
C alifornia canned gotxls th e preference 
in E astern an d foreign m arkets. 
T he 
present prospects of the canning indus­ 
try in th is S tate are therefore very en 
conraging- 
W h at th e heads of some 
•of th e m ost im portant canneries have 
to say upon th e subject will be of con­ 
sid erab le interest. W hen questioned in 
reference to th e m atter, F . 8. Jo h n ­ 
son, m anager for W illiam T. Colem an 
A C o., said : “ T here h as been a very 
large crop of C alifornia fruits. 
This 
h a s caused low prices to be m ade for 
th e raw product, w hich enabled th e 
c an n ers to buy low, and caused low 
figures to be m ade for th e canned 
a rticle. 
The 
transcontinental rail­ 
roads have reduced th e rate of freight 
o n canned gixsls to E astern States, to 
com pete w ith th e P anam a line and th e 
C anadian Pacific. 
All th is has caused 
th e laying dow n of C alifornia canned 
goods in th e E astern States, in th e 
g reat m arkets of Chicago, St. Louis 
a n d points on th e M issouri river an d 
in New Y ork, at 25 per cent, lower 
itian last y ear’s prices. 
This has 
cau sed larger quantities of California 
c an n ed 
goods 
to he 
sold 
th an 
e v e r before. 
T he probable sales of 
canned goods up to date, of futures, is 
larg er th an of any tw elve m onths in 
a n y previous year. 
Prices paid show 
a fair m argin of profit. 
Some brands 
h av e sold b e tte r th an others. 
T hey 
a re brands th at have kept up th e stan ­ 
d ard of quality in th e p ast, and have 
packed no poor gootls. 
E very year 
h a s dem onstrated m ore and m ore th at 
w hen th e people 
of 
th e 
E astern 
S tates buy C alifornia canned goods in 
preference to E astern canned goods, 
th e y do it to get an ex tra quality, and 
th e y will not buy poor California 
can n ed goods. 
It is only th e liest 
packs th a t get a fair price and m ake 
m oney. 
A representative of th e King-M orse 
C an n in g C om pany w as next interro­ 
gated . 
H e saul tliat very encouraging 
rep o rts h ad been received from all th e 
fruit-grow ing sections of the State. 
T h e outl<x>k for the com ing season w as 
ex cellent an d never better. 
Large or­ 
den» h ad been received for futures. 
T h e prices were not quite as high as 
last vear, but th ere was a good an d 
stead y dem and in th e E ast for first- 
class C aifom ia goods. 
T he heads of 
neveral o th er large canneries expressed 
sim ilar views. 
T h e salm on canning industry, w hich 
for several years has outranked th at 
of fruit canning, how ever, does not 
look so encouraging, ow ing to the re ­ 
ports of a scarcity of fish. 
From th is 
It would seem th a t th e forty canneries 
engaged in putting up salm on in th is 
Htate w ill not m ake as good a show ing 
o r as large profits as last year. 
A d­ 
vices from th e C olum bia river rejKirt 
th e pack considerably oversold, w ith 
h ut a slim prospect of any im prove­ 
m ent until near the end of th e m onth. 
A prom inent broker in th is city m ade 
th e following statem ent in reference 
to salm on ]iackiug: 
“ In m y opinion th e Colum bia riv er 
h a s been fished out. 
T he packers

The diseaie m ay or m ay not be at­ 
tended by a d'scharge from tb e nostrils or 
throat, but there it usually preseut a m or­ 
bid seo etlo n aud a frequent disoosttloa 
(cspecia’ly iu toe m orniug) to clear the 
throat, and th e effort to do so Is often, 
though uot al wavs, attended by expectora­ 
tion . there Is a seusatlou of heaviness iu 
the f'outal p arto i th e bead, au d the brain 
sometimes suffers to au extent producing 
headache, vertigo au d contusion: it be­ 
comes difficult to think clearly, and to con­ 
centrate the m ind; th e m em ory becomes 
Im paired aDd the in tellect enfeebled; d e­ 
spondency of spirit aud an excitable condi­ 
tion of th e nervous system .

B R O N C H IT IS . 


Acute B ronchitis is an inflam m ation of 
the mucouB m em brane of tb e bronchial 
tubes, and Is one of the moat common of 
the pulm ouary diseases. 
It is a dangerous 
disease, as it prevents the oxygenation of 
the blood, and lu m any cases, particularly 
after it passes into th e chronic stage, the 
substance of the lungs becomes serious­ 
ly involved, giving rise to w hat le very 
properly called 
Bronchial Consumption, 
la the acute form th ere is a sense of tight­ 
ness or pressure across tb e chest, with con­ 
siderable wheezing, severe coughs aud ex ­ 
pectoraron. 
This Is at first a white glary 
m ucous, w hich, after a tim e, becom es p u r­ 
ulent. The patient lu some coses Is obliged 
to sit up iu bed, the oppression across the 
chest is so grent: th e >klu is clam m y and

C hronic B ronchitis is also an Inflatrm a 
llon of the m ucous m em braue of the bron­ 
chial tubes. 
When a col l settles on the 
lungs th e dloease eith er ends in bronchitis 
or pueum onla 
If It ends I d bronchitis It 
usually passes cff as a co d ou the chest, 
aud still th e patient docs u t feel entirely 
well. Ho feels tired an d languid, aud is lu- 
c h pable of taking his usual sm ountof exer- 
ci.-e. aud (xperienccs n si o rtuessof breath 
w ith more or les6 w arm th iu th e palm s of 
his hands. Soon after this a cough appears, 
accom panied by an ex n e rto iatio n of thick 
m ucus, followed by a lu etic flush, loss of 
flesh eud strength an d night sweat* cou- 
tinue, wheu tbe patien t Hssumea all the ap­ 
pearances of having a genuine case of con­ 
sum ption. But this 1» sim p' 
. . . . 
luugs or chronic bronchitis 
lu tbe later stage of the disease the m ucus 
mem brane of the larger bronchial tube 
softens, while lu the sm aller tobea and air 
cells or the lung» the m ucus m em brane be­ 
comes congested and inflsm m cd. 
There 
are no cayatie» nor tuberclea in the lungs, 
but m erely a wasting aw ay of the larger 
bronchial tubes, au d death takes place 
from obstruction of th e bronchial tubes and 
air cells of th e lungs. 
T be D«tleut dies 
from exhausliou aud suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate the m ucus which 
accuraulstes iu the pas»sge leadfug to the 
luugs, w hich in some cases Is sticky and 
sm all in quantity, but m ore commouly 
copious, of a light straw or yellowish green. 
Oiteotimc* streaki of blood m ake their ap ­ 
pearance In the m ucus. ar.d at tintes there 
I* a disagreeable sm ell. 
Persons th u s a f­ 
flicted are very liable to tak e a cold, at 
which tim e <he m ucus becom es clear and 
frothy, and it is not uuoom m ouly the case 
th at the patient dies In one of these attacks 


C O N S U M P T IO N . 


From consum ers, 
“ to

usually applied to th e advanced stage of 
lung ¿Dense. 
The following are p rom inent symptoms 
in th e first stage, and w herever auy of them 
ex ist a thorough exam ination should be 
mAde. w ith a view to arresting the disease 
as showu to exist; T here is usually a sense 
of weariness upon a little exercise, a dispo­ 
sition to rem ain passive and idle, despoud- 


and a breathlessness upon m oving quickly 
or descending a hill o r stairs, a slight b ack ­ 
ing cough, with or w ithout expectoration, 
excitability upon alight occasions, flying 
pslus through the chest or b ack .o ru u d er 
the shoulder blades. 
The symptoms are

ity of the lips and roots of the fluger-nails. 
Constitutional or tu b ercu lar consum ption 
is a common form of lung disease. Tbe 
pro g ress is alow , b u t if left to Itself is no 
leaa su re. 
It u su a lly b e g in s w ith a d ry 
cough. 
At first tn e se tu b e rc le s a re e x c e e d ­ 
ingly m inute, the patient not a t all suspect­ 
ing their presence. G radually they develop 
Into more active disease, an d then follows 
th e train of sym ptom s w hich leaves no 
doubt as to Its true character. 
Sometimes 
spitting of blood o r slight streaks In tbe 
m ucus la th e first indication of tubercular 
deposits, or it may be a chilly sensation in 
the back, followed by m ore o r less heat in 
the palm s of the hands, or an afternoon 
flush on the cheeks. Tbe slow aud gradual 
Inroads of th is form of oonaum ptlnu leave 
th e stomach and appetite undisturbed for a 
considerable time. Finally, however, beotlo 
fever aud night aweata supervene, preced­ 
ed by diarrhoea. T hen the loss of flesh aud 
strength becomes rap id , the chest contracts, 
tb e features sharpen, th e eye attains an u n ­ 
usual brilllaDcy and the patien t beglua to 
reallss th at be » In th e last itage of con­ 
firmed constitutional oonm m ptlou. 
Inhalations are applicable to all dlseas ■ 
of the respiratory o rg an s,In clu d in g eau rrh , 
throat diseases, astb m t, bronchitis, con­ 
sum ption, and thousands of oases cau be 
cured by th is m ode of treatm ent when 
nothing else can cu re them .
